The pebbles wore brought to Am­ 
boy and shown to several cvitizens 
who are familiar with metals, and all 
pronounced them iron. Filings from 
iron of almost pure quality , which 
lend to tie* doubt that tlit* pebbles 
may not be ore, but breakings 
or 
some iron machine. 
However, the fact that the iron 
was brought between 70 and *0 Ret 
below the ground and between thick 
lay ers of sandHtono and that the well 
which Messrs. Ullrich 
are drilling 
is a now one, dispells the theory that 
tihe pieces may .be old well lining or 
from a borken drill, as none of the 
drills used have been broken. 
Also, all of the iron pebbles show 
sandstone in the surface and as a re­ 
sult there are many who believe that 
a deposit of iron ore of remarkable 
quality line been discovered. Samples 
have been sent to experts ior analy ­ 


sis.
